who retired 20 years ago, in 1961, 

when salaries and private pen- 

sions were far lower than they are 
today—and when. public pensions, 
such as school teachers pensions 
were much lower—will be asked. 

to take a cut in their income im- 

mediately. 

T regard this as unconscionable. 
Not only does it impose a setious 
financial loss for the majority of. 
these retirees, who have no other 
way of making up the money, it 
also represents a clear breach of 
faith with the American people. 
Our Social Security system de- 
pends on the willingness of today’s 
Workers to pay the taxes which 
sustain the system. They will on- 
ly do so if they can be assured 
that when their tum to retire 
comes, they can count on the bete- 
fits that the- government his 
promised. To break faith with the 
current recipients in this’ abrupt 
Manner merely underscores the 
widespread public concern that 
Social Security benefits are good.

The Administration. proposes

Schweiker of the Depantment of 
Health and Human Services has 
estimated that recalculating the 
benefit for current recipients will 
require 10,500 workyears in 1981- 
82, at a cost in excess of $225 mil- 
lion, This additional work effort 
Will ut into whatever Savings’ is 
associated with this proposal.’
